Taking for his topic "The World 


Movement," and tracing.the progress 
of the human race, Roosevelt sounded 
a warning to mpdtrn society.

comparing modern 
civilization with 


those that have gone before it,- he 
said:

"There are signs that bode ill. 


The machinery Is so 
high-geared, 


the tension and strain are so great, 
that there is^cause to dread the'ruin 
that Would come from any great acci- 
dent, or from the mere wearing out 
of the machine Itself." 


In conclu'ding, he reverted to this 


phase of. his subject, 
saying: "We 


shall not go down In ruin unless we 
deserve and earn pur end. 
There Is 


no necessity for us to'.'fall.. Person- 
ally, I do not believe that bur civiliza- 
tion will fall." 


Modern conditions, he said, gave 


the human race for the first time 
something approaching a world civili- 
zation. 
"We, the'men of today and 


of the future," he said, "need many 
qualities if we are to do our work 
well. We need, first of all and most 
important of all, the - qualifications 
which stand at the base of'Individual, 
of family life, the fundamental and 
essential qualities—the homely, every- 
day, all-Important virtues. 


"If the averagefman will not work, 


if he has not in him the will and the 
power to be a good husband and fath- 
er; if the average woman is not a 
good housewife, a good mother oi 
many healthy children, then the state 
will topple, will go down, no matter 
what may be its brilliance of artistic 
development or material achievement. 


"But these homely qualities are no! 


enough. There must, in addition, be 
that power of working In common for 
a common end. Moreover, the things 
of the spirit are even more important 
than the things of today. We can well; 
do without the hard intolerance and'j 
arid Intellectual barrenness of what 
was worst In the theological systems 
of the past, but there has never been 
greater need of a. high and fine relig- 
ious spirit than at the present time. 


"Unjust war is to be abhorred; but 


woe to (he nation that does 'not make 
ready to hold its own In time of need 
against all who .would harm it; and 
woe thrice over to the nation in which 
the,, average man loses the fighting 
edge, loses the power to serve as a 
soldier if the day of need should arise. 


"Each people can do justice to itself 


only If it does justice to others; ,'but; 
each people can do its part In the 
world movement for all only if it first 
does its duty within its .own Jiouse- 
hold." 


A notable paragraph In the, speech 


refers to Japan. -After declaring that.; 
in some phases modern civilization Is 
inferior to past, he cites Japan as "the 
most extraordinary instance when an 
alien people is profoundly and radl-: 
cally changed by the mere impact of 
western^ civilization. Japan's, growth:

striking phenomenon of all history.

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WATERPROOFING CANVAS. 


Method In Vogue In the Navy Yirdi 


of Great Britain. 


Tho method used by the British 


navy yards for waterproofing and 
painting canvas so it will not become 
stiff and crack Is as follows; One 
ounce of yellow soap and one-half pint 
of hot water are mixed with every 
seven pounds of paint you wish to 
use. The mixture is applied to the 
canvas with a brush. This is allowed 
(o dry for two days, and then a coat 
of the same paint without the soap Is 
laid on. When this last coat Is dry 
the canvas may be painted any color 
desired. 
After three days of drying 


the canvas may be folded up without 
sticking together, .and of course It Is 
waterproof. 


The canvas waterproofed 
In thin 


manner makes an excellent covering 
for portable canoes and canvas boats. 
The color mixture for the soap and 
second application Is made from one 
pound of lampblack and six pounds of 
yellow ocher, both in oil. The finish 
coat may be any color you wish. 


When no paint is to be used on the 


canvas It may be waterproofed with 
a mixture made from soft soap dis- 
solved in hot water and n solution of 
Iron sulphate added. Iron sulphate, or 
ferrous sulphate, Is the green vitriol. 
The vitriol combines with the potash 
of the soap, and the Iron oxide is pre- 
cipitated with the fatty ncld ns In- 
soluble iron soap. 
This precipitate 


is then washed, dried and mixed with 
linseed oil and applied to the canvas. 
This will render the clolh waterproof, 
md at the same time the material Is 
quite flexible and not 
inclined to 


crack.

INWARMWEATHfcR 


Summer care of the (lock h/cnsy If" 


you have plenty of grass, walcr and 
shade, is the opinion expressed by n, 
well known authority on sheep, who 
nays: I always.have good pastures', be- 
ing either legumes or grasses. IVrebii- 
ally I prefer blue grass slightly mixed 
with wblte clover, as legumes arc apt 
to get the ewes too fat before breed- 
Ing time. I never allow the tlock to 
stay longer than three weeks In one 
pasture without changing lo new quar- 
ters. By those frequent changes I lesft- 
tu the danger of Infection by parasites, 
which la apt .to come from too close 
grazing 
of ' pastures. 
A" frequent 


change also gives the lloclc a chance to 
select the things most' palatable to 
them. 
• 


My sheep' always have access to 


shade and plenty of fresh water. I 
am of the opinion that Rlnudliig water 
Is always more or leys Infected, with 
dangerous parasites. My only means 
of protection against the gadfly is to 
plow a few furrows where Ihe sheep 
stand in the shade. A close watch 
must be kept throughout the summer 
to keep all tags sheared off and the 
worms kept out of the wool, caused 
by wet (agB. I also note the general 
health so that parasites will not get 
(he start of aie. 


Salt is kept in the pasture all the 


time. 1 do not feed salt alone, but u 
mixture which I have used and found 
very helpful In combating parasites, 
especially stomach worms.
